Police Assert Four Have 
Confessed to Slaying 
at Oil Station. 


MAN STANDS ON COT, 
DIVES, STRIKING HEAD 


“Rather Be Dead Than Get 
What’s Coming to Me,” 
He Tells Doctor. 


Benjamin Branson, 26, one of four 
megroes said by police to have con- 
fessed yesterday to the murder of Phil- 
bert H. Bitner, 29-year-old gasoline sta- 
tion manager, last night attempted 
suicide in his cellpat the Tenth Pre- 
cinct station by jumping from his 
cell cot to the floor, landing on his 
head. He was taken to Gallinger Hos- 
pital suffering from possible fracture of 
the vertebrae in his neck. 

As soon as word of Branson's attempt 
at suicide was flashed to detective 
headquarters, a special watch was or- 
dered kept over the three other men 
held at other precincts as Bitner’s 
murderers. 

Branson, who told Dr. A. J. Betts, of 
Emergency Hospital, he would “rather 
be dead than live and get what’s com- 
ing to me,” was found on the floor of 
his cel] at 9 o’clock by Policeman J. H. 
Fling, on duty in the station house. 

Dr. Betts, who was summoned with 
the Emergency Hospital ambulance, 
said Branson was suffering from severe 
shock and the neck injury. He was 
carried from his cell to the patrol 
wagon on a stretcher. Branson, appar- 
ently in agony from his neck injury, 
told Dr. Betts he got up on his cell cot 
a few minutes before he was found 
“fying on the floor and that he jumped 
as high as he could and landed on his 
head on thetconcrete soor. He was 
taken to Gallinger under heavy police 


guard. 
Police Say Four Have Confessed. 


The four are said to have admitted 
parficipating in the murder of Bitner, 
who was shot down in front of his 
gasoline station at Sixth street and 
Rhode Island avenue northwest Thurs- 
day night, after a three-hour grilling 
by members of the headquarters homi- 
cide squad under Lieut. Edward J. 
Kelly, yesterday morning. 

James Elmo Crawford, 17 years old, 
of 932 Florida avenue northwest, was 
said to have admitted firing the shots 
that caused Bitner’s death. The death 
gun, a .45-caliber automatic revolver, 
with two shells missing, was found at 
1618 Ninth street northwest. Craw- 
ford, police said, told detectives he 
left the gun at that address shortly 
after the shooting. 

Milton Edward Terry, 18, a boot- 
black, of 635 T street northwest, his 
brother, Carl, 22, and Branson, of 209 
Florida avenue northwest, the those 
held for Bitner’s death. Although they 
are said to have confessed, the charge 
of “investigation” against their name 
will not be changed to murder until 
this morning, detectives said. 

Carl Terry, who, with his brother 
and Crawford, was arrested on sus- 
picion early Saturday morning, police 
said, admitted ownership of the gun. 
He is said to have “loaned” the gun 
to Crawford. 


Arrested in Home. 


Brenson was arrested at his home 
early yesterday by Detective Sergeants 
Joseph Waldron, Thomas Sweeney and 
George Darnall after a battered felt 
hat with the initial “B’ in it, found 
at the murder scene, was said to have 
been dropped by him in his flight from 
the gasoline station in an automobile 
reported stolen earlier in the evening 
by the four from Thirteenth and U 
streets northwest. 

Each of the prisoners, police said, 
told detectives the shooting was “ac- 
cidental.” 

Realizing he had but a few moments 
to live from the wound in his back, 
Bitner, at Garfield Hospital, told police 
he was stooping over the gasoline tanks 
at the station making a “check-up” 
when the youths drove up in their 
car. 

The one who fired the shots, Bitner 
said, calling him an unprintable name, 
said, “Now we're going to let you have 
it,” and fired twice before he could 
protect himself. 

Crawford said “trenson was driving 
the automobile when it pulled up in 
front of the gasoline station, police de- 
clared. They stopped to “get gasoline,” 
they told police. 

When the automobile in which the 
four are said to have fled from the 
murder scene was found abandoned a 
few minutes later on a lot adjacent to 
1636 Third street northwest, the gaso- 
line tanks were found to be nearly 
filled, however. 


Inquest to Be Held Today. 


An inquest into Bitner’s death will 
be held this morning at 11:30 o’clock 
at the District Morgue. 

Funeral services for the slain man, 
who had served for six years in the 
United States Marine Corps, were held 
at his home, 817 Sheridan street north- 
west, Saturday night. He was buried at 
Salisbury, Md., yesterday.

LACK OF LAW BALKS 
DAE ON GAMBLING 


‘Police Captain in Tenderloin 
of Capital Finds Situation 
No Better, Despite Raids. 


SAYS “DENS JUST MOVE” 


Despite the recent strenuous activity 
of the Police Department against com- 
mercialized gambling in the District. 
the “situation is Just ss rotten as ever,” 
according to Capt. Guy E. Burlingame, 
commanding officer of the Second Pre- 
cinct, the principal trouble zone in 
Maj. Edwin B. Hesse’s antigambling 
war. Capt. Burlingame was assigned to 
the precinct about two years ago, when 
realization was brought to headquar- 
ters that its troublesome nature re- 
quired the administration of one of the 
most capable and experienced captains 
the department possessed. 

After years of vigorous effort to curb 
the gambling and illegal tendencies of 
the District, augmented during the re- 
cent months by the strenuous cam- 
paign directed by police headquarters 
Capt. Burlingame, while expressing th: 
belief that he may have relieved the 
situation in his own precinct, admitted 
that such success as he may have ob- 
tained merely made more difficult the 
administrations of commanding officers 
in other precincts. 

“When we chase them out of our 
precinct, as we do every day,” said 
Capt. Burlingame, “they merely move, 
and then some one else has to get on 
their trail.” 

The gambling “round-up” is not a 
round-up at all, in the opinion of the 
captain. It is just + “vicious circle.” 

Capt. Burlingame has learned the 
difficulties of operating under the pres- 
ent antigambling laws of the District, 
and last night he was bitter in denun- 
clation of the inadequacies of these 
laws. He realized the difficulties of 
getting men inside the “gambling 
joints,” in order to make a play on 
which a warrant can be obtained. On 
the other hand, he points out if a 
raid is made without a warrant, re- 
gardes of the evidence which is ob- 
tained, it is virtually impossible to 
obtain a conviction. 

Realization of the difficulties of op- 
erating under the gambling laws has 
caused Capt. Burlingame recently to 
change his tactics. Now he works on 
what he has reason to believe are 
gambling houses, under the elastic 
clause of the “disorderly conduct” law.

Two young men were killed and 
threc persons seriously injured yester- 
day in three automobile accidents in 
nearby Maryland, Virginia the 
District of Columbia.

William T Merchant, 38 years old, 
1413 Third street northwest, was in- 
jured fatally. and Harry Matthews, of 
Arlington, Va., critically hurt when a 
machine in which they were riding 
overturned on the Columbia pike near 
Arlington. 

Mrs. Luella Branner, 56 years old, 
313 C street southeast, the third per- 
son injured, was struck down at 
Seventeenth street and Pennsylvania 
avenue southeast by an automobile 
that is reported to have run on the 
sidewalk. 


Two Automobiles Overturned.

Riggs and Bartlett, driving toward 
Woodside, Md., early yesterday morn- 
ing, a quarter of a mile trom Laytons-~ 
ville, collided with a machine driven 
by Archie Gaither, colored, 25 years 
old, of Laytonsville. 

Both automobiles were overturned. 
Riggs and Bartlett were thrown from 
their machine. Riggs died instantly 
and Bartlett was taken to the Mont- 
gomery County. General Hospital at 
Ashton, Md., where he still was un- 
conscious at a late hour last night. 
He is believed to have suffered a frac- 
tured skull and internal injuries. 

Gaither and three other occupants 
of his machine were taken into custody 
by Dean Wilkinson, Montgomery Coun- 
ty policeman, at Rockville, Md., who 
investigatea the accident. After ques- 
tioning, all were released, except Gal- 
ther, who is held in the Rockville jail 
for investigation. 


Driver Ditches Machine. 


Ezekiah Coplin, colored, of Laytons- 
ville, who was driving an automobile 
in the rear of Gaither, ditched his ma- 
chine in an effort to avoid colliding 
with the car in front of him. 

Riggs’ body was taken to Barber's 
undertaking establishment at Laytons- 
ville. He was employed on the farm 
of his uncle, Remus Riggs. Bartlett 
had been visiting Riggs during the 
Thanksgiving holidays. 

Merchant and Matthews yesterday 
morning were brought to the Emer- 
gency Hospital here in a passjng ma- 
chine after their machine had turned 
over. Merchant was pronounced dead 
on his arrival at the hospital, and 
Matthews’ condition was said to be so 
critical that physicians hold little hope 
for his recovery. He has a fractured 
skull, concussion of the brain and 
hemorrhage.

2 Sons of King Start 
Long Journeys Home 


Travels South Upon 


African Special. 


London, Dec. 2 (A.P.).—Two sons of 
King George tonight were well started 
on their homeward routes from south- 
eastern Africa. The Prince of Wales, 
who, because of the greater accessibility 
of the Tanganyika district, where he 
was hunting, had been the first noti- 
fied of the critical nature of his fa- 
ther’s illness, sailed from Dar-es-Salaam 
at 10:30 this morning. 

His younger brother, the Duke of 
Gloucester, emerged from the _ wilds 
only today at Sakania, in the Belgian 
Congo, on the border of northern Rho- 
desia, and at once entrained in a spe- 
clal coach for the dash to the coast, 
which is the first leg of his homeward 
journey. 

The heir to the British throne will be 
taken by the fast cruiser Enterprise to 
Suez, a distance of slightly more than 
2.000 miies. He will take a train to 
Alexandria and embark on another 
British warship for some continentai 
European port not yet selected. He its 
expected to reach England on Decem- 
ber 12 or 13. 

The duke has a much longer journey 
before him both in distance and in 
time. He was almost equidistant from 
the east and west coast when news of 
the situation at Buckingham Palace 
reached him, but because of the scanty 
transportation facilities he chose the 
longer journey to Cape Town, the 
southern tip of the continent, to find 
a vessel to carry him England, 

“rince Henry is expected to reach 
Victoria Falls, South Rhodesia, at 8 
a m. on Tuesday, and it is hoped that

ECUADOR OFFICIALS 


Leaves for Peru After Night 
and Day of Festival; Many 
Gifts to Wife. 


LOAN DISCUSSED, REPORT 


Aboard the U. 8S. S. Maryland, Dec. 2 
(U.P.).—Herbert Hoover was host to- 
day to the president and high offi- 
clais of Ecuador—the first South Amer- 
ican republic visited on his long tour 
and the country which entertained him 
elaborately Saturday and this morning 

After a reception on board the Mary- 
land and a conference with President 
Ayoras and ministers of finance and 
foreign affairs, the President-elect 
continued his tour tonight bound for 
Lima, Peru, which will be visited Wed- 
nesday 

The reception on board the battle- 
ship was a continuation of the expres- 
sion of friendliness which the people 
and offictals of Ecuador gave to 
Hoover Saturday and on his departure 
down the Rio Guayas river this morn- 
ing. The party boarded the cruiser 
Cleveland at Guayaquil, the capital, 
for the trip down to the _ seacoast, 
where the Maryland was anchored, 

Several members of the party, some 
of whom had been watching the crowds 
in the streets throughout the night, 
had.to run to catch the crultser as it 
departed. American Minister Bading 
also arrived late and stood on the dock 
gesticulating with his cane until the 
last small boat returned, picked him 
up and transferred him to the Cleve- 
land. 

The Cleveland fired the national sa- 
lute upon leaving Guayaquil a: 8 a. m., 
and the presidential salute was given 
President Ayoras when he boarded the 
Maryland, where full naval honors were 
extended. 

Jose Ayoras, 10-year-old son of the 
president, came on board grasping Mrs. 
Hoover’s hand and during the firing of 
the salute she stood with her hands 
on the boy’s shoulders.

Santiago, Chile, Dec. 2 (U.P.).—Of- 
cial reports received tonight by the 
navy ministry from the seaport town 
of Constitucion said 54 persons had 
been killed in that town alone by

Government officials, before receiv- 
ing the delayed dispatches from Con- 
stitucion had estimated the death toll 
in other towns at more than _ 100. 
Soldiers have recovered 56 bodies at 
Talca and unconfirmed reports told of 
deaths in a least five other towns. 

President Ibanez returned from Talca 
tonight after inspecting the ruins of 
that city. He was met at the station 
by his cabinet ministers, who had been 
working on relief plans, and further 
measures were started on the basis of 
his observations. 

The reports »f death and damage at 
Constitucion, a town of about 6,000 
population 50 miles from Talca, were 
received from the commander of the 
cruiser Zenteno, His message said: 

“Fifty-four dead, over 100 injured, 
Eighty per cent of the buildings. are de- 
stroyed, I am landing troops to pre- 
serve order and normalize service.” 

Previous to receiving this message, 
Government officials had made an in- 
formal check-up which indicated that 
as high as 119 persons had been killed 
at Talca and surrounding districts. 
Officials warned, however, that thls 
estimate was not official and might be 


changed greatly. ‘Furthermore, it did 
not include the deaths at Constitucion 
nor several other towns where press 
dispatches reported deaths.

Doctors Admit Anxiety; 
Two Others Are Called 
in Consultation. 


MEMBERS OF ROYAL 
FAMILY SHOW WORRY 


No Change of Condition in 
Next 12 Hours Expected, 
Says Spokesman. 


London, Dec. 2 (U.P.).—King George 
apparently was in a more serious condi- 
tion tonight than at any time during 
his present illness, which has worn 
down the strength that had enabled 
him to withstand for thirteen days an 
attack of lung congestion. 

His physicians announced that the 
king had suffered a “decline in strength 
of the heart which causes anxiety” and 
for the first time members of the fam- 
ily appeared greatly worried. 

The Duke of York was summoned to 
Buckingham Palace and the queen and 
Princess Mary were waiting in readi- 
ness in case f necessity. The phy- 
sicians returned to Buckingham Palace 
at 10:30 p. m, after an absence of 90 
minutes, and it was understood that 
other doctors were being summoned, 


Bulletin at Midnight. 


An official bulletin issued at 12:10 a, 
m. Monday) revealed that two more 
doctors were at the king’s beside. It 
read: 

“The king has had some sleep during 
the last three hours. Further consul- 
tation confirms the opinion expressed 
in the last bulletin.

by survivors and members of the first 
rescue parties. 

Inhabitants of Talca spent the night 
in terror, crowded together in streets 
and squares or in camps made in the 
open field, where some of them fled 
the first survivors to arrive here re- 
ported. Alberto Maraboli, who was in 
Talca at the time of the quake, siad 
Friday midnight presented a scene of 
utmost terror in crowded sections of 
the town. 

Others arriving here told of the de- 
struction of the hospital and first-aid 
building, which greatly hampered the 
work of relief.

Many citizens attempted to escape 
from the danger zone in automobiles, 
but were unable to make their way 
across the Cachapola River Bridge, 
which was broken. The station agent 
at San Javier was killed by a falling 
cornice when he attempted to rescue 
his son from a building at San Cruz. 

A Spaniard named Rollo and all the 
members of his family were buried in 
the wreckage of their home at Talca. 
A mother, holding her 5-month-old 
child in her arms, was crushed by fall- 
ing timbers. Many bodies were buried 
under the debris of homes.

Certainty of promotion after 
definite terms of service eppears to be 
the most just reward.”

Advance Party Sails From 
New Zealand to Plant 
Camp on Ice Barrier. 


FACE PERILOUS VOYAGE 


Wellington, New Zealand, Dec. 2 (A. 
P.).—Commander Richard E. Byrd and 
an advance party of 50 left Dunedin for 
the Antarctic early today aboard the 
supply ship Eleanor Bolling, which had 
in tow another supply ship. The party 
will establish a base in the Bay of 
Whales and remain there while the 
Eleanor Bolling returns to Dunedin 
for the remainder of the personnel and 
equipment. 

The happiest man in there parts to- 
day probably is Dr. Vaclov Voutech, a 
young Czechoslovakian geologist, whose 
original application to join the expedi- 
tion was refused. Voutech was so keen 
for the trip, however, that he journeyed 
to Wellington, arriving soon after Com- 
mander Byrd. He renewed his plea and 
now has been given a place on the 
Eleanor Bolling when she makes her 
next trip south. 


Must Sall 2,000 Miles. 


New York, Dec, 2 (A.P.).—Nearly 
2,000 miles of océan lie between Com- | 
mander Richard E. Byrd and his {m- | 
mediate objective, the Ross Sea ice 
barrier of the Antarctic continent. 

As the stout little bark City of 
New York and the freighter Eleanor 
Bolling cast off from their Dunedin 
wharf and pointed southward they 
faced a voyage that is among the most 
difficult on the globe. 

For a few hundred miles they should 
have comparatively easy sailing toward 
the glaciated south polar continent, 
which now tis enjoying its poor apology 
for summer. But sooner or later the 
expedition ships will bump into the ice 
pack, that shifting blanket which 
shrouds the sea for vast distances off 
the shores of Antarctica. 

The ice, more or less broken up at 
this time of the year, is itself a for- 
midable obstacle in the path of the 
expedition, but the ships of other ex- 
ology among them Amundsen and 

cott, have plowed thrhough it, and 
Byrd's men know that they can find 
the way, too. 

In the Antarctic Ocean are the 
world's largest bergs. In general, these 
south polar bergs do not assume the 
fantastic, spired shapes of their Arctic 
relatives; rather, they tae the forms 
of huge tables—long, broad and flat 
topped. They are truly tremendous 
in size. The largest on record had an 
estimated length of five miles. Their 
numbers, too, are impressive, one ob- 
server having reported that 900 were 
in his view at once. 


Landing Difficult Task. 


However, during the Antarctic sum- 
mer—it wouldn't be recognized as 
summer by Americans, 60 persistently 
frigid is this par’ of the world—the 
action of the ocean currents, moving 
the ice pack slowly westward, tends 
to develop weak places in the ice and 
these are the points of vantage the 
perennial whalers and occasional] \ex- 
plorets seek. Although the location of 
such vulnerable spots is apt to change 
from season to season, their general 
whereaboute is known; and S3yrd’s 
skippers will be seeking one of them. 

Arriving at the ice barrier—a great 
glacial tongue that chokes this costal 
indentation for a distance of perhaps 
400 miles—-Comdr.

Bulgar King Given 
Increase of Salary 
With $43,000 Income, 
Boris May Think Serious- 
ly of Getting Married.

Boris, who is the lowest-salaried m7: 1- 
arch in the world, today received a 50 
per cent increase in his allowance, 
bringing it to 6,000,000 leva, or about 
$43,000 a year. This is the third in- 
crease which the ruler has received in 
the last, ten years, showing that the 
Bulgarian people are well satishied with 
his services.

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BLUE LAW BILL IS URGED 


Pittsburgh, Dec. 2 (A.P.).—There are 
few places in America “where there 1|s 
so little regard shown the Sabbath as 
at Washington,” the Rev. R. H. Mar- 
tin, of Pittsburgh, president of the Na- 
tional Reform Association, declared in 
an address here today. 

“The influence of this Sabbath des- 
ecration is Nation-wide, even world- 
wide,” he contended. 

Speaking at the sixty-fifth annual 
conference of the association, Dr. Mar- 
tin said Sunday was the “big day for 
the commercialized amusement inter- 
ests of the Capital,” that “many stores 
are open” and “much unnecessary la- 
bor and business are carried on this 
day.” 

The District of Columbla, 
tinued, has no Sunday laws, such as 
have al] the States, “to protect the 
people and their right to rest, and if 
they desire to do so, to worship God.” 

As a result, he said, “selfish commer- 
clalized interests have crowded in upon 
the day.” 

The minister said the responsibility 
did not rest upon the people of Wash- 
ington because “Congress enacts the 
laws for the people of the District, and. 
therefore the responsibility rests upon 
Congress and ultimately upon the 
Christian people of the 48 States from 
which the members of Congress come.” 

Regarding. the Sunday laws of the 
States, Dr. Martin declared they were 
weak in some States, but reasonably 
strong in most States. He. said it would 
be “a surprise to many to know that 
there are 83,000,000 persons living 
the United States in States that pro- 
hibit commercialized Sunday movies.” 
He advocated enactment of the Lank- | 
ford Sunday rest bill for the District | 
of Columbla. 

The Rev. William Parsons, of Pitts- 
burgh, in the conference “keynote” 
address, said it was the aim of the 
association to obtain reasonable Sab- 
bath laws in every State and the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. He said rigid en- 
forcement of the prohibition laws was 
urged, and daily reading of the Bible in 
public schools advocated. The confer- 
ence will last three days.

The 
waterfront scene when Hoover arrived 
was strong in the memory of the 
natives, and the official reception 
merely added to the celebrations.

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BUSINESS OF CONGRESS. 


The session of Congress beginning to- 
‘day will round out the Coolidge adminis- 
tration and provide an opportunity for 
estimating the conditions that will test 
the Hoover administration at its outset. 
What this session does or leaves undone 
‘will determine to some extent what Mr. 
+Hoover will undertake to do. 

* No doubt President Coolidge is holding 
in abeyance all decisions on new ques- 
tions that will extend into the: next ad- 
ministration and which should be left 
‘open for the decision of the next Presi- 
dent, at a time when judgment can be 
based on later information. On all pend- 
ing matters, however, itis to be expected 
that Mr. Coolidge will press for action. 
‘His message tomorrow will doubtless give 
a clear indication of the proposals upon 
which he will recommend action by Con- 
gress, They are known to include farm 
‘relief, naval construction, continuation of 
the flood control and public building proj- 
ects, and avoidance of extraordinary 
appropriations that can await future 
legislation. The budget is barely bal- 
‘anced, and it is not to be expected that 
‘Mr. Coolidge would favor aniy legislation 
‘that would bring his administration to 
an end with a deficit in the Treasury. 

- Approval of the Kellogg treaty by the 
Senate is of course one of the chief de- 
sires of the outgoing administration. 

- Aside from presidential recommenda- 
tions and routine appropriations, the 
House will have before it the demand of 
a strong minority for reapportionment of 
the membership. In justice to the States 
@ reapportionment bill should be passed. 
‘The electoral vote for President and Vice 
President, as well as the vote of the 
States in Congress, is distorted by the 
failure of Congress to distribute House 
membership according to population. 
The patience of States entitled to larger 
membership in-.the House~ should no 
donger be abused. 

Congress can enact a farm relief bill 
such as was championed by the Répub- 
lican' party in the campaign, without 
walting for revision of the agricultural 
schedules of the tariff. If a Federal 
Farm Board is to besset up with money 
and authority sufficient to bring about 
a system of stabilization of farm market- 
ing, it should be set up as soon as possi- 
ble, in order that the next crop may re- 
eeive the benefit. Tariff revision in be- 
half of agriculture should not be at- 
tempted separately from general tariff 
revision, because of the danger of work- 
fng'injustice to other industries while at- 
tempting to help agriculture. The tariff 
system should be revised as a whole when 
it is revised at all. Agriculture ought to 
have better tariff protection, but so 
should other industries. They can all 
afford to wait for general tariff revision 
for the sake of obtaining a protective sys- 
fem that will be beneficial and equitable 
Yo all. No single industry ‘sees the whole 
problem or concerns itself with the hard- 
ships of other industries. The public 
revenue is affected by tariff revision, and 
thus questions of internal taxation would 
arise if the tariff were not properly 
revised. This complex problem deserves 
the ‘concentrated attention of Congress 
at an extra session. Therefore no special 
tariff legislation should be enacted this 
winter. 


SUGAR CANE RECOVERY. 


Dr. E. W. Brandes, of the Department of 
Agriculture, is returning from New Guinea 
ith 167 varieties of sugar cane, which will 

tested at various field stations in the 
outhern States.

By 1926 the disease had assumed serious pro- 
portions, Together with a reduction in the 
tariff and unfavorable wather it caused sugar 
production to fall from ‘300,000 tons reaped 
from 226,366 acres in! 1921, to 47,000 tons 
from 128,000 acres in 1926. Planters feared 
that the industry was doomed. 

Through cooperation of the American Sugar 


Cane League and the Department of Agricul-. 


ture Dr. Brandes searched out a new variety 
of canes in Java in 1920 ang 1921. 
later he imported to this country for experi- 
mental purposes other resistant varieties from 
Formosa, the Philippines, Dutch East Indies 
and southeastern China. They were success- 
fully grown on a Louisiana plantation, and 
the following year the new seed cane was dis- 
tributed throughout the State. In 4927 20,000 
acres were grown, and {in 1928,, 135090 atres. 
Production jumped. in one year from 47,009 
tons grown with the old canes on 128,000 
aeres to 78,000 tons grown from the new 
varieties on 84,000 acres. Tonnage per acre 
has already been doubled. It is hoped. that 
total rehabilitation of the sugar industry in 
Louisiana and the sirup industry of other 
Southern States will be effected by the new 
seed cane now being brought to this country. 
It: will mean the saving of an industry that 
should yield upward of $40,000,000 annually. 


THE MERCHANT MARINE. 


The twelfth annual report of the United 
States Shipping Board, for the fiscal year end- 
ed June 30, last, is made public this morning. 
One thing, it says, is'certdin—the American 
Shipping industry can not stand still. If it 
does not keep abreast of the times it will be 
forced into a subordinate position by the activi- 
ties of its foreign competitors. The number 
of ships being built at the present time in for- 
eign yards, says the, report, indicates that in 
the matter of new construction the United 
States is rapidly being outdistanced by some 
of the other maritime nations, the latest figures 
showing that for every ocean-going ship the 
United States builds, Great Britain is building 
90; Germany 10, France and Italy each 5, and 
Japan 4, 

The Shipping Board report recalls the con- 
ference of private Américan steamship owners, 
opérators and builders, called in January, 1928, 
in order to ascertain their views and on the 
basis thereof formulate a of 
mendations to Congress. Resolutions adopted 
by the conference pointed out that ‘“‘the over- 
seas merchant fleet is being rendered obsolete 
by the rapid march of science and invention, 
which has completely revolutionized the man- 
ner of véssel propulsion since the American 
ships were built.’’ The resolutions called upon 
Congress for prompt constructive action look- 
ing toward reconditioning some of the presedit 
ficet and providing inducements having in view 
its early transfer to private ownership under 
conditions assuring continuance of operation. 
As a result of the conference Congress passed 
the merchant marine act of 1928, popularly 
known as the Jones-White bill, which the re- 
port characterizes as “the outstanding event 
of the year so far as the American Merchant 
Marine was concerned and one of the 
important legislative measures ever passed by 
Congress in the interest of American shipping.” 

It remains to be seen, says the report, how 
effective the act will be in stimulating activity 
in American shipyards. Since the report was 
‘written, however, there have been indications 
that it will fulfill admirably the purposes for 
which it was intended. | |

TO MAKE MERGERS EASY. 

Consolidation of railroad. systems is one of 
the problems needing the attention of Con- 
gress. There is on the calendar of the House 
the Parker bill, which would allow railroads 
to effect, consolidations through submitting 
plans to and gaining the approval of the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission. ‘A similar bill 
introduced by Senator, Wess is still in commit- 
tee, Extensive hearings on the House bill 
were completed last winter, and hearings on 
the Senate bill are expected to be finished at 
the session now beginning. . 

The difficult task of working out a general 
merger plan for railroads of the United States 
was placed on the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission by the transportation act of 1920. Ap- 
parently the commission has not been success- 
ful in formulating a plan that meets with ap- 
proval of the carriers, for the work has never 
been completed.. A tentative merger program 
was drafted for the commission in 1921 by 
Prof. W. Z. Ripley, of Harvard. The commis- 
sion has petitioned Congress in its last two 
annual reports to relieve it of the responsibility 
of working out a general merger scheme, and 
it is expected that the plea will be repeated in 
this year’s report. 


It is hopeless to try to force railroads or any 
other business concerns into economical com- 


binations. Ideal plans can be worked out on 
paper for the linking up of great rail systems, 
but these plans can not take into consideration 
personal equations. It is extremely difficult 
for railroad executives to fit their schemes for 
consolidation into an ideal plan worked out by 
the Interstate Commerce Commission. 
Realizing this situation, the commission has 
indicated its wish to pass on plans submitted 
by the railroads rather than attempt to im- 
pose its.own plans upon them. But action of 
Congress is necessary to reverse the previous 
plan of procedure, and in the meantime the 
consolidation program throughout the Nation 


is at a standstill, The railroads meed action. 
They- are faced with increasing competition. 


and must cut down their overhead expenses 
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and bolster up the efficlency-of their shipping 
service. The first nine months of this year 
saw a decrease of $124,000,000 in gross rail- 
way reveniies. These facts will stimulate rail- 
road executives to greater endeavor to reach 
‘merger agreements in the interests of their 
stockholders and patrons. But first the way 
must be cleared by Congress. 
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A RUSSIAN BURBANK. 


“We live in an epoch when the distance 
from the maddest vagaries to the most mat- 
ter-of-fact realities is being diminished with 
incredible speed,’ wrote Maxim Gorky, when 
the work of two famous scientists was brought 
to his attention. The progress he refers to is 
not in aviation, or radio, or motor transporta- 
tion, but in the field of agricultural and horti- 
cultural experimentation, 

Pe Rhssia, the land of political upheavals, has 


 prodiéed a scientist who is working out a 


novel kind of revolution which may prove of 
far greater significance to the impoverished 
peasants of that land than all the political 
ebullition since 1917. This so-called miracle 
worker is Ivan Michurin, who, the Russians 
claim, is a more marvelous truck-garden hy- 
bridizer than America’s famous Luther Bur- 
bank. During the years that the country has 
been in turmoil, Michurin has been working 
quietly but effectively to transplant the gardens 
of southern Russia in the northern areas. He 
is credited with having evolved more than 100 
varieties of fruit-bearing trees. These include 


a new variety of pears that ripen just before , 


Christmas in cellars and keep firm until April: 
also a more hardy variety of apricot trees, sev- 
eral different kinds of grapes, almond trees, 
mulberry trees, quinces, &c. He has 
worked in the stern climate of central Russia, 
breeding new varieties of plants adapted 
cultivation in the most rigorous environment. 

Ivan Michurin has a life story that compares 
in many respects with that of Burbank. Both 
were born in poverty, and endless effort 
made great contributions the respective 
social groups of which they were a part. While 
Burbank worked in the benignant climate of 
California, Michurin made his experiments in 
more severe regions. It is said of Luther Bur- 
bank that he added greatly to the luxuries of 
the American table. It has been the whole 
life of Michurin to make the products of nature 
more available to the poverty-stricken in- 
habitants of Russia. He has introduced plants 
and fruits into northern they

There 
a tendency in some universities to weed ou! 
this type of student, but such efforts have 
proved unsuccessful, At present it seems that 
many of the larger institutions are giving fess 
attention to putting up the bars against these 
students than to making adjustments which 
will give them a proper place in college life. 

Thousands of students now attend institu- 
tions of higher learning in this country for 
personal or social They have no 
definite objective in mind, no profession to 
qualify for, and no particular interest In re- 
search for the advancement of learning. They 
Just ‘ wish!| to absorb university culture and 
enjoy social advantages offered by large stu- 
dent bodies, without bothering much about 
learning. ‘Inasmuch as the faculties recognize 
that culture is an advantage to a young man 
or woman, they can hardly consistently turn 
this type of student away. And yet this social 
element can not be alloweg to interfere with 
the more serious business of education, 

Perbaps the ideal solution would be separate 
institutions for those who wish to browsg on 
atmosphere and those interested in an educa- 
tion. But that is impractical, at least for the 
present. Dean Frederick J. E. Woodbridge, of 
Columbia University, suggests in his annual 
report to President Butler that the serious 
aud the social elements be segregated, 

Finding that two-thirds of the graduate 
students at Columbia never fulfill the require- 
ments for degrees, Dean Woodbridge recom- 
mends that the faculty find out the reason 
why. He suggests that two things be care- 
fully studied in this respect. ‘‘The first,’’ he 
says, ‘is the early selection among those who 
come, of the students who are prepared to 
enter upon advanced instruction and research 
and who have real scholarly and scientific am- 
bition; the’ segregation of those who come here 
to work: apd those who come here to breathe. 
The ‘second: is the safeguarding of the precious 
time which the faculties should be giving to 
research,” 

These | suggestions seem to have a sound 
basis. Ome of the most important functions of 
the present-day university is research for the 
extension of knowledge. Courses which offer 
research activity have no place for the man 
who goes to college for his personal enjoyment 
and the casual extension of his mental horizon. 
He is a detriment to both faculty and serious- 
minded students. Yet this young man who is 
satisfied with the learning made possible by 
others should not be denied a liberal educa- 
tion. The problem is one which is engaging 
the attention of the country’s leading edu- 
cators. From investigations thus far, one 
thing seems to be certain: Those students who 
go to college for social] distinction and associa- 
tion should not be allowed to become a drag 
on students earnestly interested in research 
and advahced learning. Beyond.that is a 
whole field of practical problems that must 
be solved, |

The use of helium in airships cer- 
tainly does give this country a distinct 
advantage from the standpoint of na- 
tional defense, and since, as you say, 
“helium gas is a natural resource ap- 
parently peculiar to this country,” and 
because even here we have no in- 
exhaustible supply, its conservation is 
imperative in the interests of national 
welfare. , 

The opération of the Navy airship 
Shenandoah and Los Angeles

has in- | 


volved the loss of a huge quantity of 
this priceless national asset, this loss 
being variously estimated at from 
25,000,000 to 30,000,000 cubic feet, and, 
since the 6,500,000 cubic feet airships 
recently contracted for are essentially 
of the same design, and operate on the 
same principles, we are confronted with 
a probability that their operation will 
entail a proportionately greater loss of 
helium, the Navy’s estimate being 69 
per cent of their total gas volume per 
year. 

With the Zeppelin type of airship 
this loss is unavoidable. The method 
of handling these airships in the ver- 
tical plane is the same as has always 
been used in the handling of balloons, 
and is archaic. That airships may be 
so constructed as to be operable with- 
out the necessity of valving gas or 
the carrying of a nonprofitable load of 
ballast, is today an established fact 
If this were not true,\it would be hope- 
less indeed to look for any building up 
of commercial airship. service, 
vitally essential to the national de- 
fense, since the overhead cost of 
helium gas loss would be prohibitive.

CUSTOMS UNIT 
HELO DETROIT NEED 


Prosecutor Holds New Patrol 
Necessary Because of 
Rum Bribes. 


13 ALREADY ARRESTED 


Detroit, Dec. 2 (A.P.).— With esti- 
mates already before it that rum graft 
service 
‘in-the Detroit area annually approaches 
the staggering sum of $2,000,000, a Fed- 
eral grand jury tomorrow will resume 
its investigation in an effort to de- 
termine the scope of the alleged cor- 
ruption. 

Thirteen customs inspectors have 
been arrested thus far on charges of 
accepting bribes and tributes in a con- 
Spiracy to permit wholesale smuggling 
of liquor across the Detroit water bor- 


_@er from Canada. 


John R. Watkins, United States dis- 
trict attorney, has estimated that ap- 
proximately 100 inspectors would be 
dismissed from the service before the 
investigation ends and that half that 
number of “liquor barons” will be in- 
dicted. 

The district attorney expects it will 
be necessary to send a crew of cus- 
toms agents here from other cities td 
replace the present patrol. 

The grand jury, took up the case fol- 
lowing arrest of the thirteen inspectors 
on information supplied by undercover 
investigations. Watkins said 20 to 30 
other members of the patrol probably 
will be indicted. The undercover men 
were sent here on orders from Wash- 
ington, and their investigation was un- 
derstood to have been conducted over 
@ period of about eight months. 

Six of the inspectors arrested were 
said by Federal authorities to have 
“talked freely” before the grand jury. 

The estimate of $2,000,000 in tribute 
collected annually from rum runners 
was based on the statement of Watkins 
that an average month’s split of an in- 
dividual member of the patrol was $1,- 
700, and that approximately 200 men 
are involved. The estimate is bolstered 
by previous estimates of prohibition 
enforcement Officials that the liquor 
Smuggling business in the Detroit area 
amounts to approximately $50,000,000 
& year. 

Sumner C. Steeper, head of the cus- 
toms patrol forces, was quoted as hav- 
ing stated that tribute has been paid 
on the liquor smuggled into this coun- 
try across the Detroit River. 


Yeed Ram Dies; Lured 
7,000,000 Kin to Death 


Chicago, Dec. 2 (N.Y.W.N.S.).—After 
ten years of deceiving sneep and lambs 
and leading them to slaughter, “Joe’s 
Jerry,” the old ram of Armour & Co. 
in the stock yards, died of old age yes- 
terday. 

From the sheep pens he would take 
his place at the head of the procession 
and march into the slaughter house, 
never turning to see the unhappy fate 
of the procession, which was quickly 
reduced to mutton and lamb chops. In 
his time he has led 7,000,000 sheep over 
the Bridge of Sighs. 


Gunnar Knudsen, Former 


Norway Premier, Is Dead 


Oslo, Norway. Dec. 2 (A.P.).—Gunnar 
Knudsen, former premier of Norway 
and a leader of the Radical party for 
more than 30 years, died yesterday at 
the age of 80 years. 

He was premier in 1908-10 and again 
in the troubled years 1913 to 1920 when 
the neutrality of Norway in the face 
of warring Europe presented many 
serious problems. He had also been 
minister of finance and president of 
the storting. He was a wealthy ship 
owner. 


‘“Queen”’ of Night Clubs 
Is Again Facing Arrest 


London, Dec. 2. (U.P.).—Scotland 
Yard officials issued a warrant tonight 
for the arrest of Kate Meyrick, known 
as “queen of the night clubs.” She 
was released from prison last week after 
serving a term for violation of the 
closing laws. 

The warrant was issued under the 
corrupt practices act. Mrs. Meyrick, 
whose two daughters married peers, 
sai’ she had ‘“‘enjoyed”’ prison life, but 
is going to settle down on a chicken 
farm shortly. 


Eye Blows Up in Sleep, 
So He Will Buy Another 


Middletown, N. Y., Dec. 2 (N.Y.W. 
N.S.).—Ralph Phillips, of Forestine, 
Sullivan County, plans to buy a new 
glass eye in a few days. His old eye

Great Union of Revolutionary 
Elements His Aim; Would

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URGES TRUE DEMOCRACY 


Mexico City, Dec. 2 (A.P.).—Former 
President Calles. as head of the orga- 
nizing committee of the new “revolu- 
tionary party” of Mexico, has issued a 
manifesto to the public calling upon all 
“revolutionary elements" to join in the 
formation of a great national political 
party. 

The manifesto declares that its sign- 
ers—members of the organizing com- 
mittee—are convinced that if “in this 
historical moment for Mexico strong 
political parties representing various 
phases of public opinion are organized, 
the republic will be saved from the an- 
archy toward which, otherwise, certain 
personal ambitions might lead it.” 

It is pointed out that the late presi- 
dent-elect, Gen. Obregon, was the only 
chieftain with a strong enough person- 
ality to be able to solve the problem 
of the presidential succession, and that 
now he is dead, and strong personalities 
are lacking, it is necessary to create 
organized political forces to control 
public opinion and support the gov- 
ernment.

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ADVANCEMENT IN SOUTH 


A feature of the 1928 annual report 
of the Secretary of the Interior is the 
recent showing made in negro educa- 
tion. A comprehensive study of negro 
colleges and universities, conducted by 
the Bureau of Education shows 
“marked progress and an_ extraordi- 
nary demand among the negro people 
of the country for college and univer- 


sity education.” 

Of the 79 institutions included in, 
the survey, 77 were doing college work 
as compared with 31 ten years ago. 
The enrollment of negro students in 
those institutions totaled 13,860, as, 
compared with 2,132 in 1917, a gain of 
550 per cent ; 

The report of the Secretary of the 
Interior points out that for every | 
10,000 negroes in the United States, 
15 are attending college, as against 90 
for every 10,000 whites. 

“With five exceptions,” the report! 
‘said, “the colleges included in the study ! 
'were located in Southern States, indi- | 
i|cating a widespread sentiment in the | 
South in favor of negro higher educa- | 
tion. Twenty-two of the institutions | 
were operated by States and support- | 
ed through public taxation. The bu- | 
reau’s study also shows that the ne-| 
groes themselves have not heen re-| 
miss in providing higher education, 17 | 
‘of their colleges beine’ owned, admin- | 
[istered and financed by members of | 
their race.” »| 
The capital value of the investments | 
Jin these negro schools was fixed at 
| 815,720,000, including land, bulldings 
and equipment. The total productive 
‘endowment of negro colleges ten years 
‘ago was $7,225,000, with an annual 
| yleld of $361,250, but last year the sums 
were $20,715,000 and $1,071,300, ap- 
|proximately a fourfold increase in a 
, decade. 

The survey of the Interior Depart- 
ment found a shortage of teachers for

Griffith to Urge Abolition 


Of ‘‘Momentary”’ 


By FRANK H. YOUNG. 

SUALLY Clark Griffith, Washing> 

ton Club president, has several 

recommendations to make at the 
annual major-league baseball gather- 
ings, but he plans to urge only one 
measure at the’l1928 sessions to ‘be held 
at Chicago next week. The Nat owner 
will ask that the word “momentarily” 
be stricken from the rules'as applied 
to an outfield catch. 

District fans, no doubt, remember 
the game between the Nationals and 
Browns last summer “Which. brought 
his question of “momentarily” held 
balls to Griffith’s attention. In the 
game in question, the Nats were in the 
midst of a rally, one was out, Goslin 
on first, and Reeves at bat. The lat- 
ter cracked out a liner to right-center 
which Outfielder Schulte went after, 
apparently caught, and then dropped. 

The umpires—-Barry behind the plate, 
McGowan at second and Connolly at 
first—failed to make a decision as to 
the catch. Goslin did not know whether 
to advance or not, finally dashing for 
second and being declared safe there 
by McGowan. Then came a protest 
from Howley, a long conference by the 
three umpires, with Barry finally de- 
claring that Schulte had made a “mo- 
mentary” catch. Of course, the ball 
was then shot to first base and a dou- 
ble play resulted. 


As the decision was made, Gos- 
lin, the base runner, was expected 
to immediately know what it took 
the umpires a conference to later 
decide. It was most unfair to the 


Nationals and possibly cost them 
the game as they were on a run- 
making spree at the time. 


Manager Bucky Harris, having already 
had two protests ignored during the 


season, neglected to register one in 
this case, and President E. S. Barnard 
later declared that, had one been made, 
he would have ordered the game re- 
played. 

Immediately following this joke um- 
piring, President John Heydler, of the 
National League, called a meeting of 
his “guessers,” at which they were told 
that balls must be held by outfielders 
and that the “long count” must be 
made in making any rules as to “mo- 
mentary” catches. Griffith wants the 
American -League to go further and 
eliminate these ‘‘momentary” catches 
altogether. 

“An infielder,” he says, 
only get a ball but follow through 
with the throw; otherwise, he is 
charged with an error. If an outfielder 
wants to try for a double play, he, too, 
should be made not only to catch the 
ball but to get it away from him 
cleanly. Too often, after muffing a 
catch, which he got his hands on, a 
fly-chaser has claimed—and gotten 
away with it—-that he made the catch 
but the ball slipped out of his hands 
as he started to throw it. That's what 
Schulte got by with, to our sorrow, last 
season.

Blanton’s Plans Are Unknown; 
Senate and House Groups 
to Have Meetings Soon. 


The short session of the Seventieth 
Congress, which convenes today, may be 
a momentous one for the District of Co- 
lumbia. If the friends of the District 
in Congress can put through their 
program, it is certain to. 

Fifty or more bills and resolutions 
affecting the District are awaiting Con- 
gress, but the Senate and House Dis- 
trict committees will concentrate their 
efforts on about a dozen of them. 

The District measures cover a wide 
variety of matters, and bear on nearly 
every phase of the Capital’s life—its 


prosperity, its health, its happiness. 
its comfort and its future. 
Senator Capper (Republican), of 


Kansas, chairman of the Senate Dis- 
trict committee, and Representative 
Zihlman (Republican), of Maryland, 
chairman of the House District com- 
mittee, believe that the outstanding 
problems to be dealt with at the short 
session concern a merger of the street 
caf companies, the establishment of a 
great municipal airport at Gravelly 
Point, and the laying of a groundwork. 
for a new fiscal relationship between 
Federal and District Governments. 


Government Workers Affected. 


The great army of Government work- 
ers here—61,000 in all—will be fol- 
lowing the fate of five important meas- 
ures affecting them: A bill to revise the 
Welch pay-raise act, the Dale-Lehl- 
bach bill to liberalize the retirement 
law, a bill granting a half-holiday the 
year round, the Smith bill to standard- 
ize and liberalize annual and sick leave, 


and a bill to create a civil service 
“court of appeals.” 

The session should see the passage 
of one very important bill bearing on 
the beauty of the city—the bill to ex- 
tend the grounds of the United States 
Capitol to Union Station. The bill al- 


ready has passed the House, and speedy 


action by the Senate is probable. 

The session is not expected to be 
without an element of sensationalism, 
from the District standpoint. 

The Gibson subcommittee, the in- 
vestigating unit of the House District 
committee, expects to continue the 
business of looking into the affairs of 
the municipal government, with a par- 
ticularly penetrating glance into the 
Police Department and the gambling 
situation here. 


* Blanton’s Attitude Unknown. 


Representative Ernest W. Gibson (Re- 
publican), of Vermont, chairman of 
the investigating subcommittee, prob- 
ably will consult with his colleagues, 
Gilbert, of Kentucky; Blanton, of 
Texas, and Hammer, of North Carolina, 
before he decides on a program for the 
session. 

What Blanton wiil do is not known. 
In the past it has been he who has 
supplied most of the fireworks. In the 
Sixty-ninth Congress he went after, 
and got, the scalp of Commissioner 
Frederic A. Fenning. In the last ses- 
sion he charged that Maj. Edwin B. 
Hesse, s@perintendent of police, had 
been drifking. Although he lacerated 


’s..stalp, he did not lift it, the 


"police Chief being exonerated by the 


Commissioners. 

It is expected that both Senator Cap- 
per and Representative Zihlman will 
call their committees together this 
week. These initial meetings, however, 
will be largely devoted to mapping out 
@ program. . 

The question of a street car merger 
will be dominan on the Senate side 
for the first weeks of the session. The 
House District committee already has 
made a favorable report on* the joint 
resolution authorizing the merger, and 
is now waiting on the Senate before 
proceeding further. 


- Two Merger Reports Ready. 


At the last session, the Senate com- 
mittee decided to have a study of the 
merger situation made during the re- 
cess, and gave the task to Dr. Milo R. 
Maltbie, a New York traction expert, 
and the Bureau of Efficiency. 

Both Maltbie and the bureau are 
expected to submit their reports today. 
The contents of these reports and the 
recommendations, if any, will have a 
bearing on the future of merger legis- 
lation. 

The leaders among the advocates of 
@ merger already are on the ground, 
including former Secretary of the 
Treasury William G. McAdoo; his as- 
sistant, Brice Claggett, and Harley P. 
Wilson. 

Wilson, a high-ranking official of 

the North American Co., of New York, 
which would have a working control 
of the merged company, has been the 
leading spirit behind the merger move- 
ment. McAdoo is his counsel. 
The leading opponents of the pres- 
ent merger resolution are William McK. 
Clayton, chairman of the public utili- 
ties committee of the Federation of 
Citizens Associations, and W. A. Rob- 
erts, formerly vice chairman of the 
committee. . 

Although Roberts was dropped from 
the committee by the newly elected 
president of the Federation, Dr. George 
C. Havenner, he will, if he wants, to be 
able to appear before the Senate com- 
mittee as a representative of his own 
organization, the Conduit Citizens As- 
sociation. : 


Fiscal Relations Plans. 


A determined effort is to be made 
at the short session to change the 
present unsatisfactory fiscal relations 
plam. At present the Federal Govern- 
ment contributes a lump sum of $9,- 
000,000 as its share of the expense of 
running the District, which amounts 
to less than 25 per cent of the total 
@ppropriation. 

The Bureau of Efficiency has been 
making an exaustive study of the fiscal 
situation here and in other cities, and 
its report is expected to be used as the 
basis for a new and fairer fiscal rela- 
tionship between the two governments. 

Both Senator Capper and Represen- 
tative Zihlman have promised to get 
behind the bill to establish a munici- 
pal airport here, realizing that unless 
such an airport is provided the Dis- 
trict will be out of the picture so far 
as aviation is concerned in the future. 

The bill authorizing $300,000 for a 
farmers’ market in the Southwest sec- 
tion appears to be in danger of dying 
at the short session. The House passed 
the bill at the last session, but a fili- 
buster held it up in the Senate. Sat- 
urday, Senator Capper charged that the 
bill was designed to help a small group 
‘of special interests, and announced 
that he would seek to have a new site 
ce2lected at the short session.

dinary, it seems appropriate to chron- 
icle its progress in similarly chronolog- 
ical fashion. 

First, then, is Colby Harrimian’s col- 
orful bit of patriotic pageantry, “Hail, 
the Marines,” utilizing orchestra, screen, 
special lighting and an amplified voice 
in the Marine hymn with genuinely 
rousing effect. 

This is followed by the M-G-M News 
and the Fox Movietone News, which is 
principally notable for its clear repro- 
duction of the only recordéd speech of 
King George V of England, who now 
lies desperately ill in Buckingham Pal- 
ace. 

Hilarity comes next in the form of a 
synchronized comedy. “Habeas Cor- 
pus,” In which Stan Laurel and Oliver 
Hardy render the audience limp from 
laughing. Quite as unusual a short- 
reel subject is “Where Kisses Come 
High,” an amazing close-up of Alpine 
mountain climbing by a bronzed and 
intrepid young barefoot woman and a 
less agile suitor, photographed with 
UFA's habitual daring and unfailing 
eye for surprising angles. Charles Gaige 
and his organ did well by this breath- 
taking novelty. 

In John Murray Anderson's “Stars” 
revue, Mr. Eddy does double his accus- 
tomed stint, appearing first in his fami- 
liar rendition of that weird Afro-Ameri- 
can lament, ‘The St. Louis Blues,’ and 
later in a German comedy bit, The 
King’s Daughter,” a recitative in which 
the Palace Syncopators assist. The ova- 
tion that greeted the versatile pastim- 
ing of this genial exponent of glorified 
presentation” left no room for doubt 
of the esteem in which he is held by 
the theatergoers of Washington—neither 
did the basket of flowers. 

Aside from Mr. Eddy, comparable tri- 
umphs were achieved by Jerry Ryan 
and the Gamby-Hale Girls in a Jap- 
anese episode in which Evans and Pe- 
rez were the real stars in pole balancing 
feats and upside-down juggling; Mau- 
reen and Sonny, Juvenile dancers, and 
Jack Powell, a blackface’ drummer, 
whose syncopation stops at no bizarre 
effect. Lyndon and Farnam combine 
adagio dancing with the Apache and 
the entire ensemble lends color to the 
finale. 

While “Moran of the Marines’’ may 
embrace nothing to bring warmth to 
the heart of Gen. Lejeune, it still is 
a fast-moving and breezily amusing 
comedy drama in which Richard Dix 
and Ruth Elder, assisted by Roscoe 
Karns, Brooks Benedict, Duke Martin 
and E. H. Calvert gloss over the thread- 
bare spots in one of the screen's most 
time-worn dramatic formulas—that of 
the private who loves the gencral’s 
daughter and wins her by heroic risks 
in a Chinese uprising. : 

Miss Elder is at her best in flying 
togs and flying scenes, which I assume 
to be actual demonstrations of her skil] 
as a pllot. In the more formal se- 
quences she creates a strangely variant 
impression, at one time looking quite 
the young sweetheart and again con- 
siderably more like Mr. Dix’s mother. 
At. any rate, you won’t find any oppor- 
tunity to doze off. N. B. B.

Mrs. Stowe’s novel, which once moved 
history, also unknowingly stored up 
material enough for more than one 
momentous moving picture. Much of 
that material remains in storage. The 
compounders of the present version 
have not delved very far for unused in- 
cidents, but have clung rather rigidly 
to the outline that became a bizarre 
tradition of the stage. Where they 
have stepped aside from the familiar 
barnstorming version they have drawn 
on their own, invention with results 
that are not particularly pleasing. 

There is much that is praiseworthy 
in the film. The acting for the most 
part is admirable, and the direction, 
so far as details are concerned, is pains- 
taking and intelligent. The tremendous 
drama of slavery is suggested with more 
compelling realism than the stage could 


ever offer. The negro types, in crowds 
on steamboat and plantation, are well 
selected and managed to color the 
scenes with the alternating fun and 
pathos that pervaded Mrs. Stowe’s own 
pages. The parts of Simon Legree, Tom 
Haley, George Harris and Cassey are 
perhaps the best played. Uncle Tom is 
well enough. Aunt Chloe is fine in her 
few moments, and Eliza Is effectively 
rendered by Margarita Fisher. Lawyer 
Marks could not break away from the 
cheap clowning of the stage tradition. 
and Topsy, though she strives, does not 
quite succeed. 

Eliza's well-known escape over float- 
ing ice on the Ohio River, time-worn 
though it be, is one of the most ef- 
fective melodramatic bits in fiction. 
It was a splendid chance for camera 
realism and needed no elaboration. The 
makers of this movie, however. being 
movie-minded, decided that Eliza 
should be saved from going over a 
waterfall on her last cake of ice by 
Phineas Fletcher hanging by his’ knees 
from an overhanging tree limb. It is 
& great thrill and a startling picture, 
but it isn’t Eliza. 

Other liberties are even less judicious 
It may have been absolutely necessary 
for the movie mind, in order to achieve 
& compact and rounded finish, to 
identify Eliza with Emmeline. and to 
bring George Harris down the river 
looking for his lost wife and child. But 
advancing the time of the story into 
the midst of the Civil War, as to 
show a rescuing Federal army ap- 
proaching Legree’s plantation and as- 
sisting in a whirlwind climax, was, in 
this one spectator’s feeble opinion, the 
most idiotic notion that ever sizzled in 
a movie magnate’s brainpan. 

The reels run long and leave room 
only for a good news film. When all 
is said and scolded, “Uncle Tom” still 
offers good and absorbing entertain- 
ment, to which faulty synchronization 
does not appreciably add. 


THE STRAND 


“Nite Club Girls’ is the burlesque of- 
ferin, on tap at the Strand Theater 
this week—a title that gives free rein to 
the comedians, and allows for a lot of 
red hot jazz in the dance numbers. 


Night clubs, being in the limelight at 
this time are “feeders” for entertain- 
ment. Evelyn Whitney, the leading lady 
with the girls, is Just about as good as 
the Strand management has toutedina 
long, long time. Then, there is the 
comic, Billy Tanner, a comedian who 
tw'rls a Dutch dialect. He is assisted 
by Billy Lewis. Others having to do 
with the. performance, aside from the 
usual bevy of girls, are Jule Paulson, 
ingenue; Ray Allen, soubrette; Irving 
Jacobs, leading man, and Harry Seyon. 
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“WIN THAT GIRL.” For production, 
directed by David Butler, with Sue Carol 
and David Rollins cofeatured.

Another week or so and “Win That 
Girl” would have been too late, This 
latest David Butler exploitation of the 
spirit of American youth—and a few 
of its elders—is predicated upon the 
seasonable topic of bitter rivairy in 
college football. We are taken back 
to the inception of the game as a pop- 
ular pastime in 1880, when Mammoth 
scored its first victory over Sanford: 
Then the second generation of the fam- 
ilies contributing the opposing stars 
fight it out again in 1905, and we are 
brought to the matter of primary con- 
cern to today’s audience—the battle 
between the schools when the third 
generation is wearing the moleskins 
and carrying, passing and booting the 
pigskin. Up to this season Sanford, 
you understand, hasn’t won a game in 
47 years of competition! It is their 
first win that you see at the Fox. 

Sue Carol is cast as the girl sought 
by both the latest of the Brawns to 
make the Mammoth Team, and the 
most recent of the Nortons to make 
the Sanford. David Rollins is assigned 
the role of the physically inferior Nor- 
ton, who, despite an annual disaster 
and a present violent attack of hay 
fever, gets in four minutes of play in 
four years and wins the only game 
Sanford has ever chalked up to its 
credit. Contributory interest is lent 
the action by Roscoe Karns, Tom El- 
liott, Olin Frances, Mack Fluker, Sid- 
ney Bracey and Janet McLeod. 

David Butler has a great sense of 
kid comedy and a conspicuous and 
happy faculty of getting pep into his 
pictures and fun into his characters. 
“Win That Girl’ is no exception—not 
big, frequently a little hard on one’s 
sense of logic and probability, but 
consistently~ entertaining, with well 
synchronized accompaniment and sound 
effects. 

No less engaging, but much shorter, 
is the Movietone appearance of George 
Bernard Shaw, which completely belies 
every probable preconception of what 
the Celtic satirist might reasonably 
be expected to! like. Shaw, as here 
revealed, is a witty gentleman of vast 
charm, who obviously derives keen 
enjoyment from poking fun at Mus- 
solini—an amiable, kindly, mentally 
alert white-haired man of letters, who 
seems not to take himself half so se- 
riously as the world has taken him. 

King George of England also is heard 
on Movietone to advantage in a brief 
speech at the dedication of a bridge at 
Newcastle-on-Tyne. 

The stage divertissement, “A Festival 
of Mirth,” while not altogether that, 
again finds the orchestra on the stage 
as background for a long succession 
of acts. Of these the foremost are con- 
tributed by the Stroud Twins, two un- 
affected young men, who are comedians 
and dancers of the first water and 
could be out there yet, so far as my 
personal taste is concerned; Mildred. 
La Salle, the best “blues” singer the 
house has had recently, and Drena 
Beach, a contortionistic marvel in a 
“Leopard Dance” of unique conception 
and superb execution. Others who 
lend a hand are Roy Evans, a falsetto- 
tenor; Hall and Leslie, comedy dancers; 
the Mascagni dancers; Thelma White, 
a blonde singer and tap dancer, and 
Roy Shelton, acrobatic dancer—all in- 
troduced by Lawrence Downey, again 
visible as master of ceremonies. 

The orchestral overture for the week. 
also played from the stage, is Thomas’ 
“Mignon.” N. B. B. 


BELASCO ~ 


The tactics of a more notorious 
namesake need not be feared by audi- 
ences witnessing “Little Jesse James” 
at the Belasco this week, for full 
money's worth is given and not taken 
by Charles Emerson Cook’s Savoy Musi- 
cal Comedy Company when judged, of 
course, by the standards of musical 
stock. 

A large audience 
made willing victims to the humors of 
a play which is perhaps more farcical 
than musical, although the song hit, 
“I Love You,” coming, as it did, before 
the major development of radio, still 
held ingratiating qualities. 

To those who know the trials and 
tribulations of rehearsing a musical 
play in one week, the smoothness of 
last night’s performance was remark- 
able, and the one large slip, when a bed 
which should have disappeared stuck 
at. the conclusion of the first act added 
gayety to the occasion. As a wag near 


this reviewer remarked, it was ‘‘a happy + 


bed slip.” 

Miss Renee Hamilton acquitted. her- 
self well in the title role of Jessie 
Jamieson from Kansas and held up the 
acting burden of the evening to at 
least justify her relationship to the 
famed bandit of the West. Eddie Mor- 
ris played the chief comedy role with 
commendable restraint while Frank 
Gallagher as a susceptible if impecun- 
fous young bachelor sang the principal 
numbers with an agreeable if not a 
strong voice. In the “I Love You” re- 
frain Miss Rosa Snowden scored a dis- 
tinct hit. The program unfortunately 
cloaked with anonymity the best danc- 
ing number of the play, a rustic dance. 

The plot credited to Harlan Thomp- 
son might well have been conceived by 
Al Woods, for it derives its motivating 
impulses from a patent bed which is 
counted upon to relieve strained situa- 
tions in a bachelor apartment. With 
such a statement it is unnecessary to 
particularize further. Except for the 
one mechanical shortcoming previously 
related the settings were adequate.
